Nome Sad Realite. 

It is n sad reality that we know very 
little nbonten subjoct unless Wo lave 
passed through it by actual ex- 
perionce. Having passed through tho 
experience of awership in the soil, 1 
have been able to ive u few fucts con- 
coruing tho case, and sinco some of the 
contributors of Lx n believe that the 
abolition of private profits wonld not 
stop the incentive to action, T will givo 
them some of tho oxperiences 1 havo 
yono through in that line. My life wna 
commenced (den years cf it) where the 
lives of most people who are ablo to 
think and foel abont the social state, 
will terminnte, if uot in practice, at Jenst 
in ideal. I commenced it in a communi- 
ty whero it was tho intention to have 
overybody equal, where thera was no 
tich nor poor; where the property of one 
was tho property of all, no slaves, 10 des- 
pots, nor private profits. That commu. 
nity waa composed of persons who worg, 
fully up to the average in intolligenco 
and education, aad they planted the 
standard of puro freethought ou the 
banke of tho Mississippi nearly forty 
yearsago, Duatas tho system required 
that one shonld not possesa more 
than another, nud that profits instond of 
being individual aud direct, should bo 
remota and colloetive; most mombors 
Jost tho same incentive fo action that 
they would huve exortod in tha individu- 
alstate. Shere were a few who wero by 
naturo ondowod with ua strong sense of 
conscientiousness aud ganl to be right. 
Thoso low, us is always the ons, found 
some satisfaction in being right; but it 
also guvo them Front dissatistaction to 
soo that they could not Infuse bthers with 
the samo zonl. As tho mombors dropped 
out ouo by one, they ndmitted that com. 
munism was a noble but an impractica- 
blo droum. Since that timo I have como 
to the conelusiog that ovory change, and 
the indiscriminate tenring down of og - 
tablished customs, is not necessarily a 
progrosa, und 1 have lost faith in all 
those schemes which have for thoir ob- 
ject the levoling down of men upon the 
same plane. : 

Progress can only como through in- 
ereaso of intelligence, tand that 
ouly through = bétter brain develop- 
ment; it must take placo inthe indvidual 
state bofore it dau bo felt through tho 
social state.

sion, fit for the dceupatlon and requireinents 
ofa fumlly of position” They are net new, 
epeculattye, Jerry-bulit houses, but gead, old- 
fashioned, solid affairs, No painted and gilt 
rüllings surround thea; thick boundary walls 
and flue old trees hide them fram the gaze of 
Inquisitive hollday folks. As the country 
areutal is very beautiful and achly-timber 
od; as tho proyalllng wind which blows neress 
Oakhbury cones stralght front tho sea, pure 
and uncontarnluntech as two of tho best packs 
of hounds In Epeland incet within an cosy 
distinees and, Dreludlee notwil haganding, ag 
the conventences affered by a lange city are

Nome Sad Realite. 

It is n sad reality that we know very 
little nbonten subjoct unless Wo lave 
passed through it by actual ex- 
perionce. Having passed through tho 
experience of awership in the soil, 1 
have been able to ive u few fucts con- 
coruing tho case, and sinco some of the 
contributors of Lx n believe that the 
abolition of private profits wonld not 
stop the incentive to action, T will givo 
them some of tho oxperiences 1 havo 
yono through in that line. My life wna 
commenced (den years cf it) where the 
lives of most people who are ablo to 
think and foel abont the social state, 
will terminnte, if uot in practice, at Jenst 
in ideal. I commenced it in a communi- 
ty whero it was tho intention to have 
overybody equal, where thera was no 
tich nor poor; where the property of one 
was tho property of all, no slaves, 10 des- 
pots, nor private profits. That commu. 
nity waa composed of persons who worg, 
fully up to the average in intolligenco 
and education, aad they planted the 
standard of puro freethought ou the 
banke of tho Mississippi nearly forty 
yearsago, Duatas tho system required 
that one shonld not possesa more 
than another, nud that profits instond of 
being individual aud direct, should bo 
remota and colloetive; most mombors 
Jost tho same incentive fo action that 
they would huve exortod in tha individu- 
alstate. Shere were a few who wero by 
naturo ondowod with ua strong sense of 
conscientiousness aud ganl to be right. 
Thoso low, us is always the ons, found 
some satisfaction in being right; but it 
also guvo them Front dissatistaction to 
soo that they could not Infuse bthers with 
the samo zonl. As tho mombors dropped 
out ouo by one, they ndmitted that com. 
munism was a noble but an impractica- 
blo droum. Since that timo I have como 
to the conelusiog that ovory change, and 
the indiscriminate tenring down of og - 
tablished customs, is not necessarily a 
progrosa, und 1 have lost faith in all 
those schemes which have for thoir ob- 
ject the levoling down of men upon the 
same plane. : 

Progress can only como through in- 
ereaso of intelligence, tand that 
ouly through = bétter brain develop- 
ment; it must take placo inthe indvidual 
state bofore it dau bo felt through tho 
social state. 

It astonishies me to seo s. called ro- 
formore complaining about oxtortions Hud 
injustice, at tho samo time admitting that 
if they hud the power they would do the 
same, Thoso people ure not developed 
far enough yet to seo the light; they do 
not know that in treating others as wo
